Burmese 
_Itroops fire 
on protesters 


RANGOON (AP) - Anny troops 
under orders to halt all demonstra- 
tions fired on crowds of defiant stu- 
dents, Buddhist monks and other 
protesters yesterday in downtown 
Rangoon, one day after a military 
coup overthrew President Maung 
Maung. 

The troops also stopped crowds 
‘armed with spears and other primi- 
tive weapons from entering the city 
from outlying areas to reinforce the 
demonstrators, diplomats and eye- 
witnesses said. 

Unofficial estimates put the num- 
ber of dead in Rangoon since the 
violence erupted on Sunday night at 
about 150, including 17 soldiers, 
with an unknown number of wound- 
ed. 

‘The military said soldiers fired on 
“violent and anruly mobs” in the 
capital and elsewhere yesterday, 
killing 23 people and wounding 23. 
It said its figures were incomplete.. 

The suppression was triggered by 

‘enforcing decrees announced 
on Sunday aight after Defence Min- 
ister Gen. Saw Maung and 18 other 
senior military officers seized pow- 
er. The ousted civilian leader 
Maung Maung had promised multi- 
party elections to end 26 years of 
military-dominated, one-party rule 
in Burma. Saw Maung promised 
multi-party elections but ad not set 
a time. 

Three key opposition leaders, re- 
acting to the killings by troops, 
vowed to “continue our struggle for 
democracy by various means until

“Offeq-I is our calling card to the 
space age. Instead of our children 
and grandchildren sitting by and

Israel will be part of the tech- 
nological future,” said a jubilant 
Prof. Yuval Ne’eman, chairman of 

the Israel Space Agency. 

In an interview with The Jerusa- 
lem Post, Ne’eman said the success- 
fal launching of the 150 kilo experi- 
mental satellite, boosted into space 
by some 20 tons of rockets in two 
Stages, will add great international 

to Israel's standing in scien- 
tific and technological fields. “It was 
a project in which millions of differ- 
ent parts all had to work tip-top, and 
they did. A oumber of Europe's 
Arianne satellites had to be blown 
up because of faults in them.”

Washington: We didn’t 
contribute to launch ὁ

WASHINGTON - The U.S. yester- 
day dissociated itself from Israel's 
launching of a satellite in space. 

“We were not in any way involved 
nor did we assist in this launch.” the 
State Department said. 

Spokesman Charles Redman. 
asked to react to the dramatic devel- 
opment, insisted that the U.S. did 
ποῖ have “any details on the launch 
beyond what bas already been re- 
ported by the Israelis.” 

But in an obvious effort to reas- 
sure the Arabs about Israel's inten- 
tions, he pointedly added: “I would 
only note that Israel's leaders have 
stressed that the goal of the satellite 
launch is for peaceful purposes of 
space research and technological 
advancement.” 

Underlining the potential sensi- 
tivity of the subject, Redman re- 
fused to say whether the U.S. was 
seeking to obtain further details of 
the satellite from Israel. 

U.S. officials yesterday predicted 
that the Arab states would now in- 
tensify their own efforts to launch 
satellites to spy on Israel. 

In recent years, according to 
newspaper reports here, the U.S. 
has on a limited basis shared with 
Israel some of its own satellite re- 
connaissance photography but not 
on ἃ “‘live-time™ basis. 

Israeli officials often complained, 
but to no avail. This apparently re- 
sulted in Israel's decision to go 
ahead with its own satellite 
programme. 

Bob Woodward of The Washing- 


ton Post wrote in bis book on the 
late CIA Director William Casey, 
Veil, that after Israel's 1981 bomb- 
ing of the Iraqi nuclear reactor, the 
U.S. withdrew much of its satellite 
photography cooperation with 
Israel. 

“Israeli access would be restricted 
to photos of those countries that 
posed an immediate threat or are on 
Israel's border.” Woodward said. 

But Israel was not authorized to 
receive “real-time transmissions 
from the advanced KH-11 satellite, 
nor was any block of time allocated 
to Israel on the U.S. satellites as had 
been requested," Woodward 
added. 

An independent reconnaissance 
capability by Israe] would of course 
teduce Israel's dependence on the 
U.S. for this kind of information. 

As a result, the Americans were 
not exactly pleased by this latest de- 
velopment. With the U.S. sharing 
its photography with Israel, it could 
also effectively control the kind of 
intelligence Israel was receiving. 

U.S. analysts said that Israel was 
probably motivated to accelerate its 


‘satellite capability by the prolifera- 


tion of ballistic missiles in Syria, 
Iraq and elsewhere in the region. In 
advance of the development of the 
Arrow anti-tactical ballistic missile, 
Israel would have to undertake a 
pre-emptive strike to deal with the 
problem most effectively. But that, 
according to authoritative sources 
here, required a much greater satel- 
lite intelligence capability than was 
available to Israel. Israel's own sat- 
ellites, if successful, should help.

Swedish satellite reveals Saudi missiles 


STOCKHOLM (Reuter) -- Swedish 
space researchers released satellite 
Pictures yesterday which they said 
showed secret Saudi Arabian instal- 
lations of Chinese-made ballistic 
missiles capable of reaching most 
targets in the Middle East. 

They said the pictures of the base 
area around the Sulayyil oasis some 
475km. south-west of Riyadh show 
deployment sites, assembly: and 
storage buildings, training sites, bar- 
racks and bunkers.

“The operational area probably 
contains between eight and 12 
launchers served by two or three 
army battalions,"" said Christer 
Larsson, arms expert with Stock- 
holm-based Space Media Network

Saudi Arabia confirmed last 
March it had bought a. number of 
Chinese CSS-2 intermediate-range 
ballistic missiles with a 3,200km. 
range, a move which upset both the 
US. and Israel.

Kapparot: A sacred rite or an embarrassment? 


For some Jews, it is one of the 
most sacred rites of the Jewish year, 


* for others. it is an embarrassing or 


(at best) a tolerated custom. 

The practice of kapparot, in which 
penitent Jews swing a live chicken (a 
rooster for a mau, 2 hen for a wom- 
an) around their heads before Yom 
Kippur — the day of penitence -- has 
been hallowed by centuries of tradi- 
tion. But some of the preatest rabbis 
over the ages have condemned it, 
and some communities, which were 
the most scrupulous in their obser- 
vance, did not practice it at all. 

For many Sephardim, it is the 
central aspect of preparation for 
Yom Kippur. 

Naomi, a Jerusalem housewife, 
who does not light Shabbat candles. 
nevertheless gets up early on Erev 
Yom Kippur and takes her three 
children to the market, where they 
all perform the rite. 

But former Ashkenazi Chief Rab- 
bi Shlomo Goren does not practice 

# at all. 

“Pm a vegetarian. What do J have 

to do with chickens?” he said, but 


then he added that although he dis- 
tributes large sums of charity before 
Yom Kippur, he does not even carry 
out the ritual, as many do, with 
money which is later given to chari- 
ty, substituting for the chicken. 

Goren, told The Jerusalem Post 
that kapparot is a custom which can 
be traced to the 20th century, when 
the gaonim would sow wheat or bar- 
ley in special pots before Rosh Ha- 
shana and then perform the ritual 
with the sprouts before Yom Kip- 
pur. Later, he said, the custom 
arose of using animals, such as 
lambs, which were given to the 
poor. 

Rashi, who reported the custom 
of srowing sprouts, attributed it to 


the Talmudic period, making it as- 


early as the fifth century. 

But Rabbi Yosef Karo, the eddi- 
tor and compiler of the Shulchan 
Aruch, which is the normative guide 
to religious Practice for Orthodox 
Jews, was scomful of the practice. 

“It is a foolish custom and it must 
be eliminated,” Karo wrote in the 
first edition of the Shulhan Aruch, 
printed in his own lifetime.

Rabbi Moshe Isserles, who edited 
the Shulhan Aruch version for Ash- 
kenazim, described it as 8 custom 
which had become sanctified by tra- 
dition and could not be changed.

Arab councils 
declare strike

SHFARAM - Israeli Arab leaders 
yesterday declared a one-day strike 
of all their local councils next month 
in protest against the government's 
policies in the territories and to- 
wards Israeli Arabs in general. 

A mass protest march through 
four Galilee Arab villages is to be 
held on the same day. Thé decision 
was taken at an emergency meeting 
poe ot over 30 Arab focal council 


The meeting rejected a call to 
stage a general strike of the Arab 
sector, deferring the matter until af- 
ter the Knesset elections. 


Participants did, however, call on 
the public to renew and increase 
collection of food, clothing, medi- 
cines and money for distribution in 
the West Bank and Gaza. They | 
charged that the government's poli- 
cies had brought some settlements 
in the territories to the brink of 
starvation. 


They also called on the govern- 
ment to recognize the PLO as the 
sole legitimate representative of the 
Palestinian: people, and to accept 
the concept of a Palestinian state 
alongside Israel. 


Ibrahim Nimr Hussein, chairman 
of the National Committee of Arab 
Local Councils and mayor of 
Shfaram, said the strike by the coun- 
cils would not include schools.

AMMAN (Reuter) -- A senior Jor- 
danian official said yesterday that 
Offeq-I probably has a military role. 

“Any country launching a com- 
munications satellite has to send a 
notice specifying all technical details 
about the project to the Geneva- 
based International Frequency Reg- 
istration Board (IFRB).” said Mo- 
hammad Shahed Ismail, director- 
general of Jordan's Telecom- 
munications Corporation. He said 
‘the IFRB would then send 
the information to all member 
states, which had not happened in 


case. 
“This makes it likely that it is a 
semi-military satellite that needs no 


IFRB notification as it has no per-- 


manent orbit in space,” Ismail said.

Shabbat bill passes 
in law committee...

The Knesset Law Committee yes- 
terday finished processing the En- 
abling Law, which would permit 
municipalities to close places of 
business and entertainment within 
their jurisdiction on Shabbat. 

The law comes in the wake of a 
ruling earlier this year by Jerusalem 
Court Judge for Municipal Affairs 
Ayala Procaccia which ruled that a 
Jerusalem bylaw prohibiting Shab- 
bat activities was illegal. 

The proposed law, as presently 
formulated, evoked the opposition 
of Agudat Yisrael and Shas because 
it would also enable municipalities 
with the appropriate majorities to 
make the opening of businesses on 
Shabbat legal in certain sections of 
the city.

Likud Supreme Court

The Likud’s Supreme. Court is to 
hear the application of five Knesset 
candidates this morning, for an in- 
terim injunction against implement- 
ing the agreement between Likud 
and Rafi-Ometz, concerning the 
placing of Zalman Shoval. 

The five. Yehoshua Saguy, Mi- 
chael Kleiner, Haim Kaufman, Li- 
mor Livnat and Yisrael Katz are all 
placed in the fifth decile of Likud’s 
Knesset list, and will have to be 
shifted one place down, should Sho- 
val be placed in the No. 40 slot. 

The five claim that the agreement 
made with Rafi-Ometz in June 1986, 
to place Yigael Hurvitz sixth and 
Shoval in the third decile, was only a 
Memorandum and not a legally 
binding contract. 

The absence of a formal contract 
beyond the hand-written memoran- 
dum was first published by The Jeru- 
salem Post last week. Hurvitz and 
Shoval commented at the time that 
the agreement, even in the form of a 
memorandum, was legally binding 
since it was signed by four Likud 
leaders as well as the Ometz leaders. 

Earlier this. week, Shoval. was of- 
fered the 40th slot, after Rafi-Ometz' 
‘threatened to leave the Liki and’ 
run independently for the Knesset if 
the original agreement was ποῖ 
honoured. 

Likud circles fear that Hurvitz 
and Shoval might, leave the Likud 
after the elections, taking their man- 
dates with them.

Refreshing candour

Since Yom Kippur is the time for 
confessing one’s sins, let me confess 
my own failure to follow the advice 1 
have been giving readers, to ignore 
as much as possible what the politi- 
cians have been saying and what is 
being written about them in this 
election season. 

T felt qualified to give that advice 
because my neurotic compulsion to 
read all those reams of political ma- 
terial has convinced me that most of 
it is inane. 

But every now and then one does 
come across a paragraph that makes 
all that drudgery worthwhile. For 
instance, in Ya'acov Erez's inter- 
view with Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin in the Rosh Hashana issue of 
Moa’ariv, Rabin had the following to 
say about his 1974-77 term as prime 
minister: 


“] attained the post of prime min- 
ister much too rapidly, as far as the 


‘political system is concerned. To- 


day, with the advantage of hind- 
sight, I can say with full sincerity 
that I was not ripe to function effec- 
tively over the entire gamut of the 
political system. And a capacity for 
political maneuver is an essential for 
putting over substantive policies.” 

Whemhave we-evez heard.a politi- 
cian openly admitting his faults and 
weaknesses? eka 


And in the middle of an election 
campaign, yet. At any rate, Rabin’s 
candid admission comes as a breath 
of fresh air in the midst of a gallery 
of politicians of all parties who are 
busy inflating their already over-in- 
flated egos to bursting point and 
beyond.

Rabin is also an exceptional poli- 
tician in another sense. We are all in 
the habit of bewailing the fact that 
our political leaders are nailed to 
their seats of power and would nev- 
er think of resigning over a major 
failure in their areas of responsibil- 
ity. But Rabin resigned the premier- 
ship in April 1977, a month-and-a- 
half before the elections, over what 
today would be considered a pecca- 
ditlo involving his wife's illegal dol- 
lar bank account in Washington. 


To be sure, Rabin, like the rest of 
us, has his faults. When it comes to 
his insensitivity to the nuances that 
are so important to Americans and 
other Westemers. he is a dead loss. 
The best advice his friends could 
give him is to get a good spokesman 
and never allow himself to be inter- 
viewed on U.S. television. 

But Rabin has been doing the 
most difficult job in the government 
during the past four years, and do- 
ing it well, without ego-tripping 
histrionics. 

Getting the IDF out of the morass 
of Lebanon and preventing PLO 
and ShYite terrorism from spilling 
over into Galilee was a major ac- 
complishment which required a feel 
for the minute details of the 
situation.

Poland’s premier quits 
‘Over economic crisis 


WARSAW (Renter) ~ Polish Prime 
Minister Zbigniew Messner bowed 

to mounting criticism on Monday, 
submitting his resignation after bis 
communist colleagues denounced 
his handling of the pe oeey and 
told him to step down 


. Messner offered to go after a 
communist-led parliamentary com- 
mittee accused his government of 
inconsistencies and indecision, say- 
ing its departure was the only way to 
restore popular confidence in the 
country’s rulers. 


The goverament has been blamed 
by the Communist Party and official 
trade unions for bungling party- 
drafted reforms and for unleashing 
sonra Ἐα inflation and consumer 
goods shortages. 

Industrial strikes erupted in April 
and August, prompting Polish fead- 
er Wojiech Jarnzelski to reverse his 
policies and make contact with the 
banned Solidarity Union for the first 
time in years, offering to consider its 
restoration. 


The parliamentary committee 
strikes had underlined the 
public’s loss of trust and had made it 


indispensable to include more non- 
communists and technocrats in what 
is nominally a communist party-led 
coalition government. 


The 460-member parliament was 
due to vote on whether to accept his 
resignation after a day-long debate. 
Communist deputies said he would 
be voted out but then asked to stay 
on until Jaruzelski named a new 
prime minister. 


Messner’s departure, after three 
years in office, was expected to 
make way for a team more commit- 
ted to implementing the reforms 
that have been crippled for nearly a 
year. 

It was also likely to herald 
changes in the Communist Party 
leadership at a plenary session of the 


* policy-making central committee 


next week. Messner allud- 

ed to frequent bickering inside Po- 

land's political establishment over 

the effectiveness of government at- 
tempts at economic reform. 

“No one can effectively fanction 

in an atmosphere when he is con- 


stantly being discredited and even 
insulted,’ Messner said. 


Wladyslaw Baka, a Politburo 
member and former National Bank 
president who sets the party's eco- 
nomic policies, was considered the 
leading candidate for prime minis- 
ter. Baka is committed to reforms 
designed to dismantle Stalinist- style 
centralization, foster private enter- 
prise and consumer output and in- 
troduce a “socialist "market econo- 
my”.

SJOBO (Reuter) - Banners and 
signs calling for an end to immigra- 
tion littered the square of this south- 
em Swedish town yesterday, ἃ day 
after the electorate shocked their 
traditionally tolerant countrymen by 
voting overwhelmingly to ban for- 
eign refugees. 

‘Signs ‘reading " ‘Keep Sjobo 
White" and “‘Sjobo, Sweden's 
Pride” were a reminder of an emo- 
tive campaign which raised more 
bittemess than Sunday's national 
polls in which the Social Democrats 
were returned to power. 


Nearly 68 per cent of Sjobo's 
15,000 electorate chose to block a 
government proposal to give hous- 
ing and jobs to 15 refugees in this 
rural community. “There is nothing 
surprising in this result," said ἃ resi- 
dent. “Would you want a foreigner 
to live in your house, to take your 
job?™ he asked 

The outcome is viewed as a public 
challenge to the generous immigra- 
tion policy of this country, which 
last year accepted more political ref- 
ngees per capita than any other 
West European country.

Haiti celebrates coup with a carnival 


PORT-AU-PRINCE (Reuter) - 
Lieutenant-General Prosper Avril 
set out to form a new Haitian gov- 
ernment on Monday after toppling 
General Henri Namphy in an army 
coup which led to dancing in the 
streets. 


People turned the capital into a 
carnival city on Sunday to celebrate 
the weekend coup, but sporadic 
shooting was heard around Port-au- 
Prince and at least five people were 
killed as vengeful mobs roamed the 
streets seeking Namphy supporters. 

A day after Avril proclaimed him- 
self president on national television, 
he had yet to announce the mem- 
bers of his cabinet. Local political 


observers said in-fighting was likely 
in the military over the make-up of 
the new government. 


Avril took power early on Sunday 


after middle-level officers rebelled 
against Namphy, who had seized of- 
fice only three months before by 
ousting civilian president Leslie 
Manigat. Avril, a close adviser to 
Namphy, had assisted him in the 
June coup. 


Namphy fled on Sunday to the 
Dominican Republic where he re- 
ceived political asylum. He was ac- 
companied by Frank Romain, may- 
or of Port-au-Prince and an ally of 
ousted dictator Jean-Claude “Baby 
Doc” Duvalier, who left the country 
in February 1986. 

Three of those killed on Sunday 
were men attacked by an an; 
crowd searching for followers of Ro- 
main, who was widely blamed for 
violence last week in which three 
churches were attacked by machete- 
wielding gangs. :In.one church 11 
People we were killed and 70 wounded. 


Many Haitians said they believed 
the attackers were led by members 
of the Tonton Macoutes. the dread- 
ed militia founded by former dicta- 
tor Francois “Papa Doc™ Duvalier, 
under orders from Romain. 


Crowds ransacked the homes of 
Namphy and Romain and the new 
government issued a plea for Hai- 
tians to refrain from reprisals. 


Tt was still unclear what role 
would be played by Colonel Jean- 
Claude Paul, Avril's military part- 
ner in the coup. who is wanted in the 
United States on drug-trafficking 
charges. On Saturday night military 
sources said Paul had been named 
head of the armed forces but diplo- 
Matic sources later said they had 
heard that he would remain com- 
aoa of the elite Dessalines bat- 

ion. 
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Anniversary to ponder 


THE tenth anniversary of the signing of the 
Camp David accords was duly noticed but not 
exactly celebrated yesterday in either Israel or 
Egypt. Israelis had the launching of Ofek 1, 
the country’s first satellite, uppermost on their 
proud minds. In Cairo, and in Jerusalem too, 
attention was drawn to the fact that the pre- 
sentation of credentials by 11 new foreign 
ambassadors, among them Israel's own Shi- 
mon Shamir, to President Hosni Mubarak was 
not put off despite the coincidence of the eve 
of Yom Kippur with its memories of 1973 and 
the Camp David anniversary. 

It would be an exaggeration to suggest that 
the promise of Camp David has been amply 
fulfilled during the intervening decade. True, 
the fear of renewed war has faded and rela- 
tions are now formally correct, if not uniform- 
ly cordial; Israeli tourists visit Egypt and 
Egypt sells Israel oil; and when incidents oc- 
cur on the ground, as they sometimes do, 
diplomatic and legal means are employed to 
contain the possibility of escalation. 

Yet the earlier promise of ‘full normaliza- 
tion” remains stubbornly unfulfilled. And the 
original grand vision of the two countries join- 
ing in a forward march to a peaceful region 
now seems but a relic of a past naive hope. 

In faimess to the Egyptians it should be 
admitted that the grand vision was largely an 
Israeli illusion. It was based on the premise 
that, since the two Camp David accords were 
not legally parts of one whole, they were 
entirely unrelated, so that the cultivation of 
peaceful ties with Egypt could be divorced 
from the solution of the Palestinian issue. The 


author of that illusion was Menachem Begin. , 


the prime minister whose sense of realism 
made the breakthrough to peace initially 
possible. ; 

In presenting the Camp David accords for 
Knesset approval, Mr. Begin took great pains 
to assure the sceptics, mainly of his own party, 
that the projected 5-year autonomy would not 
lead to the Joss of the territories to either a 
Palestinian state or to Jordan. He explained 
that if the parties due to negotiate the “final 


status” of the territories failed to come to an 
agreement at the end of the five years, the 
situation on the ground would stay un- 
changed. Meaning that the territories would 
remain Israel's forever as of right. 

There was never any reason to believe that 
Egypt would endorse this ingenious Likud 
interpretation, or that Israel's adherence to it 
would not affect the quality of relations be- 
tween Egypt and Israe}. For the Camp David 
agreements rest squarely on Security Council 
Resolution 242 “‘in all its parts,” including the 
provision for withdrawal of Israeli forces from 
occupied territories. Nothing in the Camp 
David texts warrants the Likud claim that, by 
evacuating the whole of Sinai, this country has 
released itself of any obligation to withdraw 
from any portion of the Land between the sea 
and the river. - 

Abandonment of that claim would not in 
itself induce Egypt to relax its drive for re- 
admission into the Arab family, which is 
based in part on its championing of the Pales- 
tinian cause. Truly full Israel-Egyptian nor- 
malization is, in the best of circumstances, a 
long way off. But the strategy of Premier 
Yitzhak Shamir, one of the original Camp 
David rejectionists, is bound to advance nor- 
malization not one bit. 

For all that, the prospects for -Egyptian- 
Israeli good-neighbourliness are not entirély 
bleak, and they-are not strictly a function of 
Egypt's dependence on the U.S. Having given 
up the military option, Egypt needs Israel's 
goodwill to help the Palestinians and to fend 
off its own shrill domestic rejectionists. 
Awareness of that fact seems to have been 
‘reflected in the extraordinary, and exclusive, 
90-minute audience granted Ambassador Sha- 
mir by President Mubarak yesterday, when all 
the other new envoys had been despatched 
without so much as a word having been ex- 
changed with the Egyptian head of state. 

Reciprocity must be the guiding star in rela- 
tions between Israel and Egypt. The terms of 
reciprocity cannot, however, be wilfully dic- 
tated. by either country.

HAD Israel had a surveillance satellite at its 
dis in early October, 1973, that would 
have enabled it to detect Egyptian and Syrian 
military moves in the direction of the cease- 


fire lines, the Yom Kippur War might very | 
well have been pre-empted. Now with the lift-. 


ing of Ofek 1 into orbit yesterday, the country 
is apparently well on the way towards devel- 
oping that sort of capability. 

Being only the first of a line, this space 
vehicle is still experimental, but it embodies 
advances made by Israeli scientists and engi- 
neers over the past two decades. 

Unlike the late lamented Lavi, for which in 
terms of national effort it may be considered a 
substitute, Ofek 1 is the kind of vehicle that 
had to be made at home. Its foreign equiva- 
lents. whether for civilian or surveillance pur- 
pose, are not available on the world market. 

The fact that it was shot into space just six 
weeks before a Knesset election may be a 
coincidence; or it may not. There have been 
precedents for such pre-election feats, and in 
this case both major parties are entitled to 
take credit for it. In any case, it is an achieve- 
ment of Israel's scientific and technological

- inconceivable without some domestic com- 
plicity — should cause worry somewhere. 

While secrecy will justifiably surround the 
technical aspects of this project, the cost fac- 
tor is a legitimate subject for public concern, 
especially after the Lavi experience.

Finally, Ofek 1 must be considered in large 
measure the product of past Israeli education. 
Whether the murderous, and continuing, cuts 
in the country's educational system, which the 
Finance Ministry wishes now to increase, are 
not threatening to dry up the wells of future 
scientific creativity, is another legitimate 
question. 

But in the meantime, Ofek 1 is cause for 
cheers.

The reluctant Jew of the Diaspora 


(In reaction to the article by Rabbi 
Yehoshua Kemelman in The Jerusa- 
lem Post of September 11.) 


‘AS AN ISRAELI, I cannot take 


issue with Rabbi Kemelman’s de- 
fence of Zionism and the State of 
Israel vis-a-vis the Jews of the Dias- 
pora who failed to come to Israel. 
on the one hand, and blame Israel 
and Zionism for this failure. on the 
other hand. 

But I fear that the readers of Ke- 
mélman’s article might inadvertent- 
ly have reached an opposite conclu- 
sion from that which he had 
intended. The conclusion which 
may be drawn from his article is that 
if the Jews of the world do not come 
to Israel and are not prepared “to 
defend with their lives every foot 
and inch of their homeland” as do 
all the nations of the world (“whites, 
blacks, browns and yellows”) then 
the aims of Zionism, as defined by 
Kemeiman, have not been achieved 
and Zionism itself has failed. The 
Jews of the Diaspora may be at 
fault, but the failure is that of Zion- 
ism. In fact it is in this vein that 
Kemeliman ends his article: “Only 
the Jew can finally destroy the Jew- 
ish people; and only the Jew can 
finally save the Jewish people.” 

Itis obvious that Kemelman is not 
referring to the Jew living in Israel 
but rather to the Jew of the Diaspo- 
ra who failed to come to Israel de- 
spite the “tremendous opportunity 
for redemption granted by God” to 
the -Jewish people. “who squan- 
dered it like the proverbial 
shiumiel.” 

With all due respect, I take the 
liberty of disagreeing with Kemel- 
man’s awesome conclusion. [ shall 
first deal with a matter of principle: 
Kemelman's perception of the con- 
cept of Zionism. 

In his view, the founding fathers 
of Zionism had two goals in mind: to 
save the Jews of the Diaspora from 
persecutions by giving them a state 
of their own; and to save their spiri-- 
tua] and cultural values from the 
dangers inherent in the influences of 
a foreign environment, even when 
they enjoyed freedom and equality 
in their adopted countries. 

It is true that Herzl reached his 
conclusion concerning the establish- 
ment of a Jewish state as a result of 
the deep impression made on him by 
the Dreyfus case. He was convinced 
that if a case of this nature could 
have happened in enlightened 
France there was no hope for the 
Jewish people among the nations of 
the world. There is no doubt that 
Herzl was right and that our genera- 
tion - the generation of the Holo- 
caust — must agree with him. 
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BUT THERE is also another con- 
ception of Zionism that is not based 
solely on denigration of the disper- 
sion and the desire to save the Jew- 
ish people from persecution. There 
is a deeper and more basic concep- 
tion of Zionism than this negative 
one. 
This idea, which is perhaps the 
original basis of Zionism, prociaims 
that the Jewish People is entitled to 
establish a state in Eretz Yisrael be- 
cause that is its country and because 
its sovereign existence in that coun- 
wy was interrupted by the force of 
arms of foreign invaders. It is just in 
this very generation, when we are 
witness to the disintegration of em- 
pires which ruled the world; it is just 
in these times of decolonization 
when the great powers of the world 
are handing independence on a sil- 
ver platter to peoples and even 
iwibes in obscure comers of the uni- 
verse who never dreamt of this gift 
and even rejected it in some cases, 
that it would be well to stress this 
positive aspect of Zionism. 

. We, the people of the book, one 
of the ancient nations which brought 


‘enlightened concepts to the world, ἃ 


people with a glorious past, with a 
vast accumulation of spiritual and 
moral values, are surely as entitled 
to the restoration of our sovereign 
rights to our own country as are the 
tribes of the Fiji Islands or Jamaica 
or Lebanon and others. And even if 


cultural and spiritual autonomy, 
should we not graciously reject 
these kind offers in preference for 


In accordance with this concept of 
Zionism, Israel belongs to the Jew- 
ish People even if only a small part 
of that people chooses to-live here. 
Because Israel is their only home- 


Turks or the British, who all ruled 
over it as foreign occupiers. 
Eretz Yisrael remained un- 
claimed from the destruction of the 
Temple until the establishment of 
the State of Israel. Even the Arabs, 
who lived in the country for hun- 


of the Zionists. Is this not a symbolic 
phenomenon? Are the Jewish Peo- 


ple not entitied to draw national en- 


couragement from the historical 


manifestation that the world recog- ὦ 


nized that Eretz Yisrael belongs to 
the Jewish People and that although 
meny peoples occupied it, none 
claimed ownership of it. 

Furthermore, the country re- 
mained arid and desolate from the 
time of the dispersion of the Jewish 
People until their retum to Zion, 
when it was restored to its historic 
agricultural fertility. And Kemel- 
man himself enumerates aif the 
splendid achievements of the State 
of Israel since its birth, despite the 
five wars it was forced to fight 
against overwhelming odds. Is this 
not sufficient to compel the conciu- 
sion that no force in the world is 
capable of destroying the Jewish 
state, let alone the Jews of the 
Diaspora.

speaks of “all the nations, whites,

Tt certainly is strange that a Mish- 
na dealing with the laws of the most 
holy day of Yom Kippur would as- 
sert that an entire Jewish communi- 
ty, the Babylonians, would act sin- 
fully or without proper decorum in 
the ‘Temple during the High Service, 
while in truth they had done no 
wrong. Do not the Tora’s prohibi- 
tions of “Do not hate your brother 
in your heart” (Lev. 19:17); ;/Stay 
away from falsehood” (Ex. 33:7); 
“Do not fie to your fellow” (Lev. 
19: 11), and the prohibitions on évil- 
tonguing and embarrassing some- 
one publicly apply’ to entire commu- 
nities also? 

To our astonishment, this is not 
the only Mishna that records this 
hatred toward Babylonian Jewry in 
the context of Yom Kippur. Mishna 
Menahot 2:7, dealing with the shew- 
bread and thé Yom Kippur sacri 
ficés, also does so. There, the Mish- 
na deals with the’ problem of Yom 
Kippur falling on Friday. The Yom 
Kippur sin-offering ‘must be eaten 
the. be ἢ after the holiday, and 
when that night falls on Shabbat, the 
meat cannot be cooked. The Mishna 
recounts that the kKohanim (priests)

In Yoma 9a 
we find that Resh Lakish (Rabbi 
Shimon ben Lakish) would not offer 
his hand to Raba bar bar Hana, who 
was a Babylonian, declaring that

‘Babylonians, for they did not come 
up with Ezra, thereby preventing 
the Shechina (Divine Presence) 
from returning to Eretz Yisrael.

Jews because, apparently, God hat- 
ed them. The Tosafot adds that the 
Babylonians are mentioned deri- 
sively in Menahot for eating the 
meat raw, though they are perform- 
ing a mitzva, because they ate raw 
meat throughout the year, thereby 
appearing as gluttons. 


were so hated, there is no justifica- 
tion for recounting deeds that were 
not committed and to perpetuate 
the lie in the Yom Kippur laws. 
Furthermore, how can the Baby- 
lonian community in Eretz Yisrael 
be held responsible for the misdeeds 
of their forefathers long before? 
Among the Babylonian Jews who 
did return to Eretz Yisrael were ko- 
henim who served in the Temple 
and ate the sin-offering in fulfilment 
of the Divine command. Why does 
the Mishna censure them? More-

Nonetheless, it is evident from the 
Talmud that Ezra’s generation was 
roar pet Aine absence of the She- 

phecy in the Second 
Teonle period, when Heaven at- 
tended the Jews only by the Bar Koi 
(Heavenly Voice). Yoma 21a enu- 
merates the five differences be- 
tween the First and Second Tem- 
ples: The First Temple had the Holy 
Ark, Divine Fire on the Altar, Di- 
vine Presence, the Divine Spirit, 
and the Urim ‘and Tummim; these 
were lacking during the Second 
Temple. Hence, Divine Presence 
and Prophecy were missing in the 
Second Temple period. 

We will see, however, that though 
some of these elements were physi- 
cally missing, they were considered 
to be halachically present. Yoma 
52b reports that the Holy Ark was 


to have been hidden by .in 


King Josiah beneath the Holy of 
Holies in the Temple. The place in 
which it was hidden was a deep cav- 
ern, prepared by King Solomon, sit- 
uated directly beneath the Even 
Shtiya (Foundation Stone) in the 
Holy of Holies. This opinion is sec- 
onded by Maimonides and is cited 
by Rabbi David Kimchi in his com- 
mentary on I Chronicles 35. Hence, 
the Halacha considers the Holy Ark 
to have been physically present in 
the Holy of Holies. 

With regard to the Divine Fire on 
the Altar, Yoma 218 reports that 
such a fire existed during the Second 
Temple, σαὶ it was of no help in 

6. : 

As for the Urim and Tummim, 
the Tosafot unequivocally states 
that it, too, existed during the Sec- 
ond Temple, for otherwise the High 
Priest would have lacked a signifi- 
cant part of his sanctified garments 
and, therefore, not be qualified to 
serve in the Temple. 

The difference between the First 
and Second Temple periods was that 
during the former period, the Urim 
and Tummim would supematurally 
respond to questions posed to it by 
the High Priest, which it did not do 
in the latter.

We see that the Second Temple 
derived its sanctity from its being on 
the site of the First Temple, whose 
sanctity had never been annulled. 
This sanctity existed since the time 
of King David, who, though he was 
not allowed to build the Temple, 
had sanctified the floor area of the 
Temple. 2s recorded in Zevahim 
24a. The Pesikta Rabati (Hanukka 

6) reports the following: ‘The 
Blessed Holy One said to David; “If 
you build the Temple, it will last 
forever and be indestructible: ” 
Similarly, we may interpret the pas- 

in Yoma 9a to mean that if 
Babylonian Jewry had made. mass 
aliya, the Second Temple would 
have lasted forever, and all of Eze- 
kiel's prophecies concerning the 
Temple would have been falfilted in 
the Second Temple period, as hint- 
ed at by Maimonides and mentioned 
by Rashi (Menahot 45a). 

However, the sanctity of the Sec- 
ond Temple derived from the First 
Temple, as Maimonides says in Hil- 
chot Beit Habehira 6:16: “The sanc- 
tity of the Temple and Jerusalem is 
derived from the Divine Presence. 
and the Divine Presence is never 
nullified.” Hence, Halacha permits 
sacrifices on the Temple Mount 
even though the Temple is not 
standing. 

Nahmanides in his commentary 
on Lev. 16:8 alludes to the state- 
ment in Pirkei D'rabbi Eliezer that 

in the Messianic Era, there wil} be 
no need for a scapegoat in the Yom 
Kippur service. This is because the 
point of the scapegoat is to remove 
the impure spirit from Eretz Yisrael, 
and in the future God will have re- 
moved that impure spirit (Zechariah 
13:2). 

Had Babylonian Jewry been true 
to Eretz Yisrael and returned en 
masse in Ezra’s time, the Second 
Temple would have been the real- 
ization of the prophecies of Ezekiel, 
as hoped for by the returning Jews 
in the time of Zechariah (7:3), who 
was asked if they should continue to 
mourn on Tisha be’Av. The point of 
that question was whether the Sec- 
ond Temple was the fulfilment of 
Ezekiel’s prophecy. 

Since the Jews of Babylonia did 
not return to Israel en masse, the 
Divine Presence did not dwell 
among them, and the Second Tem- 
ple did not fulfil the prophecies of 
Ezekiel. Thus, the Jews had to wor- 
ship God by the usuai Yom Kippur 
service, including the scapegoat, for 
the impure spirit had not yet left the 
Land, and the prophecies of Zecha- 
tiah and Ezekiel had yet to be 
fulfilled. 

This is why Rabbi Yehuda Hanasi 
in two Mishnayot dealing with Yom 
Kippur censured Babylonian Jew-

Court refers to use of telephones by terrorist organizations 


Cutting of phone links justified 


In the Supreme Court sitting as the 
High Court of Justice before the 
President, Justice Meir Shamgar. the 
Deputy President, Justice Menahem 
Elon, and Justice Gavriel Bach, in 
the matter of Law in the Service of 
Man (L.S.M.) and others, Petition- 
ers, versus the Commander of the 
IDF in Judea and Samaria, Respon- 
dent (H.C.270188). 


ON APRIL 10, 1988, the respon- 
dent issued an Order, under which 
all international telephone services 
operating in Judea and Samaria, 
whether direct or through ἃ tele- 
phone exchange, were suspended 
for six months. The order also autho- 
rized military commanders to grant 
permits for the use of such services 
to individuals, or classes of persons. 

The petitioners contended that 
the order was unlawful, and they 
petitioned the High Court of Justice 
to set it aside. 

The judgment of the court was 
given by Justice Meir Shamgar. He 
noted at the outset that after the 
petition had been lodged, the re- 
spondent had amended the order, 
allowing a right of appeal to an ap- 
peal board against the refusal of a 
military commander to grant a per- 
mit as stated above. 

The respondent, the president 
continued, had issued the order 
complained of by virtue of his pow- 
ers under Regulation 130 of the De- 
fence (Emergency) Regulations of 
1945, which provides that 

“(1) The High Commissioner 
may, by order, make provision for 
Testricting the use of the telephone 
service to such persons, or classes of 
persons, as he may think fit, or for 
regulating or imposing conditions 
on the use of the telephone service, 
and any such order may further 
make provision for the enforcement 
thereof by authorizing the removal 


of telephone lines or apparatus, and 
of the entry on property for that 
purpose or otherwise. 

“ (2) Any person who shall con- 
travene any order made under sub- 
regulation (1) or any condition im- 
posed by any such order. shall be 
guilty of an offence against these 
regulations.” 

Justice Shamgar added that under 
a proclamation dealing with the ad- 
ministration of Judea and Samaria, 
the Commander of the IDF in that 
area had been substituted for the 
High Commissioner, who exercised 
those powers under the British 
Mandate. 


THE PETITIONERS, said Justice 
Shamgar, had based their argument 
as to the illegality of the respon- 


They also contended that the or- 
der was a breach of the govern- 
ment’s decision to honour the hu- 
manitarian provisions of the Geneva 
Convention, a decision which was a 
binding declaration of policy which 
the court was empowered to en- 
force. They argued that the order 
was grossly unreasonable, and was a 
step similar to the acts of Nazi Ger- 
many in France. 


THE COURT had ποι found a legal 
basis for the petitioners’ arguments. 
Justice Shamgar continued. Regula- 
tion 130 originated in the 1939 regu- 
lations applied throughout the Brit- 
ish Empire on the outbreak of World 
War IT. Their purpose was to super- 
vise communication with outside 
countries, and prevent hostile ele-

dent’s order on a number of 
grounds. 

They contended that it was unlaw- 
ful to impose a ban on the use of 
telephones by a collective and gen- 
eral prohibition, and they argued 
that the addition of the possibility of 
obtaining a permit, and the grant of 
a right of appeal against its refusal, 
made no difference. 

They argued that such a ban, if 
lawful at all, bad to be directed to a 
particular individual. The order, 
they arguéd, was in the nature of 
collective punishment, which was 
forbidden by public international 
law. It was a restriction of the right 
to freedom of expression, which 
could only be lawfully imposed 
when there was a “near certainty” 
of danger to the security of the state. 


Such a degree of danger, they ar-. 


gued, had not been reached.

ON THE OTHER hand. Justice 
Shamgar said, it was difficult to un- 
derstand why the application for ἃ 
pennit should create problems if it 
was requested in good faith.

but the procedure laid down would 
in no way affect them adversely. 

The argument that the order was 
contrary to public intemational law 
recognized by enlightened states 
was also without substance. Indeed. 
as stated by Professor G. Von Glaan 
in his well-known work, Occupation 
of Enemy Territory (Minneapolis. 
1957), means of communication 
such as the telephone are “among 
the first installations taken over 
when an ion begins” (see 
pp.113, 215). 

Moreover, the control of such 
means of communication is recog- 
nized in The British Manual of Mili- 
tary Law (Lauterpacht. Part 3. sec- 
tion 532, p.147), in The United 
States Military Manual (Washington 
D.C. 1956, p.144), and also in the 
work of Prof. M. Greenspan. The 
Modern Law of Land Warfare, 
1959, Berkeley). 

For the above reasons, the peti- 
tion was dismissed. 

Adam Fisch appeared for the pe- 
titioners, and Nili Arad, director of 
the High Court Division of the State 
Attorney's Office, for the 
respondent. - 

The judgment was given on Sep-

Collecting mitzvot is easy in this 
You are goodhearted and 
energetic. Earning a decent living, 
especially if you are a newcomer, ts 
upperenily much more arduous. 

Dr. Zvi (Harold) Fenton, who 
went on early retirement from a se- 
nicr Health Ministry post at age 47 
three years ago. is a wizard at good 
deeds. And although he is well 
aware of the difficulty of making 
ends meet here, he does all he can to 
encourage fellow Jews to come — 
and stay -- here. 

Fenton's good deeds are per- 
formed so inconspicuously that it 
took a reader's letter to The Jerusa- 
lem Post, written Sy an American 
pharmacist whose altya and absorp- 
tion he promoted, to make them 
widely known. Dr. H.D. Green 
wrote that Fenton translated Israel's 
pharmacy laws for him. encouraged 
him to make a pilot trip. accompa- 
nied him to interviews. found him a 
job. found the family an apartment. 
picked out schools for the children 
and was otherwise a guardian angel. 

This was not 2 unique case, for 
Fenton has padded the “landing” of 
hundreds of olim families in recent 
years. Fenton says his own aliva 
with his wife and small daughter in 
1966 was far from easy. but nowhere 
else would be “home.” 

Born in London's East End, he 
studied science and the arts. But 
when the pious young man realized 
that ‘tart involved nudes,” he 
dropped out. He applied to the 
city’s two pharmacy schools, and 
was one of two Jews allowed by the 
quota into the 48-member class of 
the University of London School of 
Pharmacy. 

After studying six years, he 
worked three years in a drug compa- 
ny and went on to get his doctorate 
in pharmacological! research. In No- 
vember 1966, he and his family 
came on aliya. They had four more 
children here. The British-born 
daughter has just graduated from 
law school, the elder son is in the 
IDF's Givati brigade, and the other 
son and the two youngest girls are 
still in school. 


Fenton's first job was at the 
Health Ministry's pharmacology de- 
partment laboratories in Jerusa- 
lem’s Russian Compound. From 
there. he went to head the Beilinson 
Hospital pharmacology institute. 
He later opened his own research 
laboratory. complete with test ani- 
mals, in Jerusalem, to test and de- 
velop new drugs. But then came the 
Yom Kippur War. and his five- 
month reserve stint, as a result of 
which the venture died. 

Needing a steady job. he went 
back to the ministry, where he was

named chief assistant to the head of 
the pharmacology department, be- 
ing mvolved in the supervision of 
drug imports and sitting on several 
responsible committees. He was 
head of the drug-registration de- 
partment until his early retitement 
three years ago. 

Today, he keeps busy with some 
private consultancy involving drug 
development and the Institute of 
Science and Halacha, and some- 
times fills in for independent phar- 
macists who are on vacation. He 
used his artistic talent to illustrate a 
children’s Haggada for Pessah. He 
was also asked by the head of Scrip 
Magazine, a weekly pharmaceuticals 
news magazine, to write stories from 
Israel. “The director and I went to 
pharmacy school together,” he ex- 
plains. Thanks to Fenton, stories 
about Israeli developments in. the 
field were brought to Scrip's reader- 
ship around the world. Some of the 
potential pharmacist and paramedi- 
cal olim who have contacted Fenton 
reached him through the magazine; 
others wrote to the Health Ministry 
and were referred to him. 

He diligently corresponded with 
each of them. “I.told them the truth 
about Israc]. Maybe not the whole 
truth,” he admits, “but for someone 
who is really serious about living 
here, the hardships he may encoun- 
ter should not deter him from trying 
it out.“ 

He was frank about the pay for 
salaried pharmacists here: about 
NIS 8 an hour. It's difficult to live on 
such wages, and it is no surprise that 
wage-earning pharmacists are leav- 
ing their positions in droves. 

Even pharmacists with their own 
businesses may have a tough time. 
Fenton notes that in England and 
the U.S., private pharmacists make

Last Thursday, Leumi’s chief ex- 
ecutive officer, Zadik Bino, met 
with Deputy Finance Minister Adi 
Amorai at the latter's Jerusalém of- 
fice, while later the same day Fi- 
nance Minister Moshe Nissim was 
briefed by Bank of Israel Governor 
Michael Bruno on his efforts to rap- 
idly resolve the impasse created by 
the refusal of the Leumi board to 
stand down. Amorai has been wide- 
ly tipped as a possible candidate for 
the Leumi chairmanship, although 
many independent observers have 
tended to dismiss this possibility, cit- 
ing political and personal reasons. 


The Tréasury, the Bank of Israel

Yet there is no doubt that he is 
extremely frustrated and discour- 
aged at the trend of events in recent 
months. It is certainly no secret that 
Bino and Chairman Meir Heth did 
not see eye to eye over a number of 
important issues, especially the ba- 
sic one of the chairman's role in the 
bank's overseas units. 

One of the gravest potential dan- 
gers in the present state of affairs at 
Leumi is the possibility that Bino's 
cup of discontent might overflow, at 
which point he would up and leave. 
That could be so severe a blow to 
the bank, given its weakened condi- 
tion, as to push it past the point of 
Ro return.

Unemployment reached 2 
four-year high last month, ac- 
cording to Employment Ser- 
vice figures released this‘ week. 
Some 27,270 people were regis- 
tered as unemployed In Au- 
gust, compared with 24,387 in 

ly. 

But Employment Service Di- 
rector-General David Mena 
says he hopes the beginning of 
the harvest season will help re- 
duce the figure. 

Nearly 53,000 people, mean- 
while, registered with the ser- 
vice in search of work -- an 
11.2% rise in the number of 
jobseekers. But the number of 
jobs on offer last month only 
grew 5.6%, to 21,660. 

The number of Palestinian 
labourers legally working in- 
side the Green Line remained 
stable at just over 45,000.

TOKYO- Japan has enjoyed a “free 
tide” in basic research, and must 
uow start to take the initiative in 
research in new areas such as mate- 
tials, bio-technology and electron- 
ics, according to a white paper pub- 
alin by an hig affiliated to 

fapan’s Ministry of International 
Trade and Industry (Miti). 

The report, by the Agency of In- 
dustrial Science and Technology, 
said Japanese products were world 
leaders in 36 of 40 technology-in- 
tense product categories. However, 
the country lagged far behind the 
U.S. and Western European coun- 
tries in basic research. 

Japan's purchases of bar vigg ὰ 
from abroad have gradually de- 
clined -from 16% of total research 
and development spending in 1971 
to 3.1% in 1986, but overseas sales 
of Japanese technology have scarce- 
ly budged from 2% of total R&D 
spending in 1971 to 2.7% in 1986. 

The report attributes Japan’s fail- 
ure in basic research to a very low 
level of government funding. It calls 
on the government to provide much 
greater support in this area. 

Government R&D spending in 
Japan accounted for 19% of total

Gross. who won the event at the 
1984 Olympics and the 1982 and 
1986 world championships. came in 
fifth at 1:48.59. He showed that he 
was nervous by first false starting, 
and then, after the restart. was nev- 
er really in the hunt. Poland’s Artur 
‘Wojdat, ithe 400 freestyle world re- 
cord-hoider, finished fourth. 

Other events went according to 
the form book -- sirapping Kristin 
Otto of East Germany took the 
100 m women’s freestyle with ease, 
and Janet Evans of the U.S. was just 
as dominant in the women’s 400 m 
medley. But Adrian Moorehouse of 
Britain had a hard battle to take the 
men's 100m. freestyle by a touch. 

Armstrong, 20, 1.87 m tall and 
weighing 74 Κρ.. swam the 200 πὶ 
freestyle in 1 minute, 47.25 seconds, 
beating Gross’ 1984 world record 
of 1:47.44. 

Armstrong, so happy he found it 
hard to express his joy, said: “The 
world record is just a bonus that 
came with it. I'm tickled pink. I 
wasn't looking at the time. 1 was 
looking at a win. It's hard to de- 
scribe how I feel. I feel very fresh. I 
knew I had it in me to win the'gold.” 

Asked if he was surprised by his 
upset victory, he said: “It feels a 
little bit natural because our squad 
has got gold medals and world re- 
cord-holders.”” 

Biondi said: “I'm very pleased 
with my swim. This is the most com- 
petitive race in the Olympics -- to 
prove this, you can see that the de- 
fending Olympic champion (Gross) 
and the top qualifier (Poland’s Ar- 


tur Wojdat) are not here among the 
onedals.” 

He went on. “I never said I would 
win seven gold medals.” He is the 
first swimmer since Mark Spitz in 
1972 to be in that many Olympic 
races. ‘I wanted to do the best I can. 
The 200 is my worst race and I me- 
dalled. ['m real happy. The Mark 
Spitz days are over. You didn’t see 
Australia and Sweden (with top 
swimmers) in 1972." 

Janet Evans picked up the faltering 
fortunes of the U.S. swim team with an 
easy victory in the 400 m individual med- 
ley, winning her race by 1.70 seconds -- 
more than a body length. , 

For a young woman known as the 
“whisp of the water,” Evans may be tiny, 
but she is gaining a reputation as having 
a voracious appetite. “τε 17-year-old 
Californian simply can’t get enough to 
eat at the Olympic Village, and takes her 
begeing-bow! to daily training sessions at 
the Olympic pool. 

Witb slender shoulders, slim frame, 
and total absence of rippling muscles, 
Evans, at 5-foot, 5-inches and weighing 
barely 100 pounds, looks more like a 
prima ballerina than the most powerful 
women's free-style swimmer on earth. 

The swimming star turned Oliver 
Twist slips away to the American televi- 
sion booth at the venue where thick 
nady, ad high-eocray carey. bars are 
ready and waiting. “The television 
koow me well.” she said.

World and European champion Kris- 
tin Otto of East Germany captured the 
first gold in the women’s 100 πὶ poaye 
to celebrate the return of top East Bloc 
competitors to the Olympic arena after 
their 1984 Los Angeles boycott. The 
East German, the world’s outstanding 
and most versatile swimmer of the last 
few years, proved in a class of her own, 
leading from the start and winning by 
more than half a second in 54.93

Sixteen-year-old Zhuang Yong ¢n- 
joyed the distinction of claiming China's 
first Olympic swimming medal, taking 
the silver behind Otto. 

Zhuang felt she might have done even 
better.

Walle ‘of Belgium has endured’ 15° 
of assault and battery and: has 
marks all over his body to prove it. 


He says he has had a great time. 


Now aged 34, be wants just one 
more gold medal to retire satisfied. 

“Tm not in Seoul to buy mascots. 
I'm going for first place.“ van de 
Walle said. “’Then I can put my ki- 
mono away in the wardrobe." Van 
de Walle won the gold in 1980 in the 
under-95-kg category and has col- 
lected three European titles and 22 
other medals in world and European 
championships. 

“T've always liked judo,” he says. 
“Dve really had a great time.” But 
15 years of fighting have left their 
scars. “I've had injuries all over -- 
knees, back, fingers, toes. A lot has 
been broken.” 

He has had an average of one 
operation per year. “You let it heal 
a bit and you train again. Coming 
back again, that’s what most others 
can't do — fight their way back to the 
top for months and months, over 
and over again.” Van de Walle was 
one of the first Western judokas 
who tried to improve their skills in 
Japan, judo's mecca and the sport's 
toughest school. 

In regular visits there over the 
years, he has been tested by the 
sport's best. “There, you step on the 
tatami (mat) and 100 or 200 guys are 
ready for you, every day, fresh and 
healthy.” 

“They wanted to crush me, floor 
me, throw me against the wall.” he 
said. “I've suffered a lot there. I've 
often cried in the evening in my flat, 
with fingers broken, busted knees, 

en wounds, in the freezing cold 
and no food because I didn’t have 
any money. : 

“But I knew it was the only way 
and it made me tougher. The more 
they tried to break me, the stronger 
I became.” 

But those hard times are over 
now, he said. “Nowadays you go to 
Japan, you have a nice room. you 
have some money to go dining. But 
it makes you softer.” He feels he 
won respect from the Japanese. 

“If I go now they treat me like I'm 
the master, the chief.“ he said. “I'm 
az old man to them but they respect 
me. I get more respect abroad than 
here in Belgium.”
